The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , at the end of the claim, delete the period and insert -wherein a biasing 
member for biasing the connecting member toward the connected position is provided 
in the container potion for the rear rotor, and wherein the connection releasing member 
is engaged by the connecting member and receives a biasing force from the biasing 
member such that the connecting member is engaged with the cutout portion and 
wherein the connection releasing member is held in a lock recess formed on an inner 
circumferential surface of the holder when the connecting member is in the connected 
position. - 

Claim 2, delete. 

Claim 8, delete. 

Claim 1 1 , at the end of the claim, delete the period and insert -wherein a biasing 
member for biasing the connecting member toward the connected position is provided 
in the container potion for the rear rotor, and wherein the connection releasing member 
is engaged by the connecting member and receives a biasing force from the biasing 
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member such that the connecting member is engaged with the cylinder, and wherein 
the connection releasing member is held in a lock recess formed on an inner 
circumferential surface of the holder when the connecting member is in the connected 
position. - 

Claim 12, delete. 

Claim 18, delete. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
concept of a connection releasing member position on an outer circumference of the 
connecting member moveable in a hole of the sleeve where the connecting member is 
biased in the container portion of the rotor wherein the connection releasing member is 
engaged by the connecting member and is held in a lock recess formed on the inner 
circumferential surface of the holder is novel over the prior art. Although the prior art 
shows some freewheeling cylinders and detachable rotors, the prior art does not show 
the releasing member/connecting member engagement as claimed. Particularly US 
6058751 shows a similar detent mechanism but the inventive concept of that patent is 
the lack of a spring for the detent. Applicant's invention requires a biasing force for the 
detent mechanism (connecting/releasing members). The examiner can find no reason 
to combine or modify the references of record to create applicant's invention without the 
use of impermissible hindsight.
